Regulation 83 

1, At the end, insert “or. where disablement benefit 
was payable for that date from the date following 
the date of death”. 

2. .For Regulation 45(d). the following shall be sub¬ 
stituted namely: — 

“(d) for dependants' benefit on the date of the 
death of the insured person in respect of whose 
death the claim for such benefit arises or, where 
disablement benefit was payable [or that date, on 
the date following the dnt 1 of d*. ath or, where the 
beneficiary becomes entitled to a claim on any 
subsequent date, on the date on which lie becomes 
so entitled”.
